All of the Casualties Re- 
ported Occurred at South 
End—The Bombs Dropped 
at Margate Did But Little 


Damage. 


London, August 12.—About twenty 
German airplanes raided the south- 
east coast of England this evening. An 
official statement says that some 
bombs were dropped In the neighbor- 
hood of South End, forty miles east 
of Londun, and on the seashore resort 
of Margate, eighty miles southeast of 
the capital. 

Twenty-three persons, including nine 
women and six children, were killed 
and fifty persons were injured at South 
End, by bombs dropped by the German 
raiders, says the official statement. 

Considerable damage to property was 
caused at South End by the nearly 
forty bombs dropped upon the town. 

Two men were injured at Rochford, 
but four bombs dropped on Margate, in 
Kent, did little damage. The state- 
ment follows: 

“About 5:15 o’clock this afternoon, 4 
squadron of about twenty enemy air- 
plane® wet® reported off Felixstowe (in 
Suffolk). They skirted the coast to 
Clacton (Essex), where they apparent- 
ly divided, a part going south to Mar- 
gate (in Kent). The remainder cross- 
ed the coast and went southwest to- 
wards Wickford, near which place they 
turned southeast and dropped bombs 
in the neighborhood of South End’® (in 
Essex). 

“Enemy raiders caused 
damage at South End, where they 
dropped about forty bombs. The cas- 
ualties thus far reported are: 

“Killed, eight men, nine women, 
children. About fifty people were in- 
jured. 

“At Rochford two men were injured, 
but no damage is reported. At Mar- 
gate four bombs were dropped. One 
unir °d house was demolished, but 
there e no casualties. 

“Our own aircraft were very quickly 
in the air and they pursued the enemy 
out to sea.” 


FRANKFORT BOMBED 
BY FRENCH AIRMEN. 


Paris, August 12.—Two French avia- 
tors yesterday dropped bombs on 
Frankfort-on-the-Main, one of the 
most important cities of the German 
empire, having a population of more 
than 300,000. <A French official state- 
ment announcing the raid says it was 
in retaliation for the German aerial 
bombardment of Nancy and the region 
north of Paris. Both French machines 
returned undamaged. 

The text of the announcément reads: 

“In reprisal for the frerman bom- 
bardments of Nancy and the region 
north of Paris, two of our machines 
piloted by Lieutenant Mezergues and 
Sub-Lieutenant Beaumont yesterday 
dropped bombs on Frankfort-on-the. 
Main. 
aged. 

“It is confirmed that a German avia- 
tor was brought down August 9 on 
the Belgian front. Yesterday a Ger- 
man machine was shot down hy ma- 
chine gunfire northeast of Vauxaillon.” 


By Deed of Daring 
Canadian Airman 
Wins Coveted V. C. 


London, August 13.—The intrepidity 
of Captain William Bishop, a Canadian 
and a member of the Royal Flying 
corps, in attacking a German air- 
drome singlehanded, has been reward- 
ed by the bestowal upon him of the 
Victoria cross, the most prized of the 
British valor. medals. The Official Ga- 
zette gives the following resume of 
the action that brought Captain Bishop 
the Victoria cross: 

“Captain Bishop flew/ first to an 
enemy airdrome. Finding no enemy 
machine about, he flew to another air- 
drome three miles distant and about 
12 miles inside the German lines. Seven 
machines, some with their engines run- 
ning, were on the ground. He attacked 
these from a height of 50 feet, killing 
one of the mechanics. 

“One of the machines got off the 
ground, but Captain Bishop, at a height 
of 90 feet fired 15 rounds into it at 
close range and it crashed to the 
ground. A second machine got off the 
ground, into which he fired 30 rounds 
at 150 yards. It fell into a tree. Two 
more machines arose from the air- 
drome, one of which he engaged at a 
height of 1,000 feet, sending it craeh- 
ing to the ground. HJ then emptied a 
whole drum of cartridges into the 
fourth hostile machine and flew back 
to his station. 

“Four hostile scouts were 1,000 feet 
above him for a mile during his return 
ourney, but they would not attack.

IN SENATE ACTION 
ON FINANCE SHEET 


Upper House Now Busy on 
Tax Act and Will Not 
Reach the Appropriations 
Before Tuesday. 


CONFERENCE EXPECTED 
ON SESSION’S LAST DAY

Differences Over Common 
School Increase May Result 
in Consideration of Local 


Tax Measure. 


Interest in the general assembly this 
week is mainly centered on the action 
of the senate on the house appropria- 
tion bill. carrying an increase in ap- 
propriations for common schools 
amounting to $1,300,000 over last year’s 
figure. 

There are only three more days left 
of the session and the senate will have 


to pass the general tax act, on which { 


it began work Saturday, before it can 
take up the appropriation bill. The bill 
will be read the second time Monday 
and cannot come up for third reading 
until Tuesday. 

It was learned from an authoritative 
source Sunday night that seventeen of 
the senators have determined to hold 
out for the four million dollar appro- 
priation fore common schools of the 
house. While this number is six short 
of a majority necessary to the final 
passage of the bill, it is sufficiently 
strong to be very formidable in action 
on the various items of the bill which 
are adopted by a majority of those vot- 
ing. These seventeen will hold to- 
gether and vote as a unit on every item, 
it was indicated last night. 

In case there is a disagreement be- 
tween the house and senate on the 
amount of appropriations to be car- 
ried by the bill, as the result of the 
senate insisting on a cut in this ap- 
propriation, a status that is generally 
forecasted, it will necessitate the ap- 
pointment of a conference committee, 
and it is quite possible that they will 
not be able to come together before 
the very last night of the session. 

Conference Committee. 

In his appointment of the conference 
committee from the house the spenk- 
er will be limited in his selection to 
those members who voted for the ap- 
propriation bill. As.many voted for it 
on its final passage, however, who 
were not in favor of the big schodl 
increase, it does not follow that all 
the house committee will be committed 
to holding out for the increase. The 
committee will have to represent the 
majority sentimect of the house, how- 
ever, for there to be much hope of 
the house ratifying its action in con- 
ference. 

The real fight between the house and 
senate will not be so much to uphold 
an appropriation bill that carries sums 
far in excess of the ability of the state 
to pay as it will be a fight to cut the 
appropriations to the University of 
Georgia and its branches, so friends of 
higher education claim. 

As all the increases in maintenance 
appropriations, however, aggregate less 
than $25,000, friends of higher educa- 
tion will hold that no scaling proposi- 


tion should be allowed to cut them be- 
low last year’s figures, particularly 
when an enormous increase of nearly 
50 per cent is asked for in the common 
schools. 

After the house takes up Monday the 
bills remaining on Saturday's calendar, 
the most important being a bill to give 
a legal status to the recently organized 
home guard organizations, it will go 
to work on senate bills. 

Andrews’ War Measures, 

Quite a number of bills have passed 
the senate and are now awaiting action 
by the house. Among these are the 
war measures introduced by Senator 
Andrews, of the thirty-fifth, including 
the bill to create a state council 
defense. It is quite probable that the 
consideration of these senate bills wil! 
consume all the time that is left, and 


that bills which have not yet been act-| 
ed on by either house will, stand little reserve 


chance of final action at this session. 


It is also doubtful whether any of the 
constitutional amendments which have 
passed the senate, and there are a num- 
ber of them, including two new county 
bills, will get a chance for house ac- 
tion this year.

MOVEMENT 10 TAX. 
NEXTLIBERTY LOAN 


Congressmen Object to Mil- 
lionaires Loading Up on 
Tax-Free Bonds — Peace 
Resolution to Cause Fight. 


Washington, August 12.—While the 
senate continues debate on the $2,006,- 
000,000 war tax bill this week, initial 
steps will be taken in the house to- 
ward raising part of the additional 


$6,000,000,000 needed to carry on the 
war until July 1, 1918. 

More ready money, possibly $1,000,- 
000,000 or $2,000,000,000, will be neces- 
sary to meet current expenditures be- 
fore congress can appropriate it at 
the next session, so Secretary McAdoo 
has arranged a meeting with Demo- 
cratic Leader Kitchin for early in the 
week, probably Tuesday, to discuss the 
situation. Members of the ways and 
means committee, both democrats and 
republicans, have expressed willing- 
ness to pass without delay legislation 
for any reasonable amount the goy- 
ernment may require. Senate leaders 
also are ready to co-operate. 

Sentiment for raising additional 
funds at this time by a bond issue 
and certificates of indebtedness and 
not by taxation is strong in both 
houses. \ 

May Tax Next Bond Issue. 

Administration officials have not 
stated the exact amount they desire 
authorized now, but a request for more 
than $2,000,000,000 additional would 
meet with strong opposition in\ the 
house. The “pay as you go” element 
is strong in the ways and means com- 
mittee, 

A movement to make the next issue 
of bonds or certificates taxable and 
with four and a half per cent interest 
instead of being non-taxable and bear- 
ing three and a half per cent, is gain- 
ing influential followers in the house. 

Reports that a certain United States 
citizen acquired $60,000,000 worth of 
the first issue of Liberty Bonds in or- 
der to escape taxation, has helped en- 
list advocates of the plan to tax the 
next issue. 

Senator Simmons, having concluded 
his opening statement Saturday, gen- 
eral discussion of the revised house 
revenue bill will begin in the senate 
tomorrow. If it is finished in less 
than a month many of the older mem- 
bers will be surprised. 

Senator La Follette-will offer, early 
this week, his substitute for the pend- 
ing bill which would place virtually 
the entire burden of taxation on war 
profits, incomes, liquor and tobacco. 
Senator Gore is expected to support 
the measure,

_ Administration leaders are expected 
to assail both the peace resolutions as 
they regard all peace talk at this time 
as extremely unwise, particularly be- 
cause of the effect it might have on 
Russia. Charles Edward Russell, one 
of the commissioners to Russia, said on 
his return that one peace resolution in 
congress was of more value to the 
kaiser now than 1,000 men in the 


trenches. 


Immediate consideration of the :ad- 
ministration soldiers’ insurance bill 
may be urged in the house by Repre- 
sentative Adamsen, and if taken up it 
probably will be passed speedily. Oth-

TURNING TO DIXIE 


High Cost of Grain Discour- 
ages Growers, and They 
Are Now Considering Leas- 
ing Pasture Lands in South. 


To save the beef industry of this 
country from a rapid and serious de- 
incident to the high cost 
of grains and feed, the federal 
government is turning to the south 
to save the day. Cc. J. Goodell, 
of the bureau of animal industry - of 
the United States department of agri- 
culture, has been assigned to the south- 
east and will have other assistance in 
an effort to move cattle out of the 
range regions of the west to the semi- 
range regions of the south. 

Cattle raisers of the west are dis- 
couraged over the outlook, according 
to Mr. Goodell, and are seriously 
menacing the future of the beef indus- 
try by sending breeding stock to the 
Slaughter pens. 

Western growers with thousands of 
cattle have been wiring government au- 
thorities about possibilities of leasing 
pasture lands in the south. They are 
especially interested in cut-over pine 
lands about which they have heard so 
much and about the big acreage of vel- 
vet beans in the south this year. 

Government agents in the west are

Big Stone Gap, Va:, August i2.—Trial 
of William Verdon McCoy and John W. 
Phipps, mountaineers, on charge of high 
treason, wil! begin here in tne United 
States district court tomorrow morning. 
The defendants are charged specifically 
with recruiting an army to make war 
on the United States, fomenting rebel- 
lion, resisting the conscription law and 
conspiring to seize property of the 
United States. 

Phipps and McCoy were ‘arrested on 
May 2/7, 1917, by national guards of 

and department of justice 
agents after they had recruited and or- 
ganized an oathbound mountain clan of 
300 men tor the purpose of overpower- 
ing the military guard. stationed in 
Wise county to protect rail@oad prop- 
erty, seize their arms, murder wealthy 
land owners in the mountain section 
and divide the property seized among 
the clansmen. Governor ‘Stuart was 
selected as one of the victims of the 
gang’s vengeance. Indictments in six 
counts were returned against McCoy 
and Phipps a® the June term of the 
United States court at Reanoke,. ana 
the hearing tomorrow will be before 
Judge Henry C. McDowell. Every pre- 
caution has been taken bv the authori- 
ties to suppress any outbreak of the 
friends of the accused when the trial 
opens. 

While opposition to conscription fig- 
ured in the plot fomented by McCoy, 
socialistic beliefs seem to have 
the basic principle involved, “the decla- 
ration of war” issued by the leaders of 
the clan, declaring ‘‘that the country is 
ours and all therein.” The oath admin- 
istered to the recruits pledged, among 
other things, that the signer would 
submit to the separation of his head 
from his body before violating the 
oath. McCoy is a member of a famibéy 
made famous by the Hatfield-MeCoy 
feuds of some twenty years ago, while 
Phipps is a typical mountaineer.

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STRIKE-BREAKERS 
HERDEDINTOTRAI 


And Deported From Kansas 
City—Police Chief Praises 
Conduct of Strikers—Street 
Cars Tied Up. 


Kansas City, August 12.—Deporta- 
tion of six hundred strike-breakers, 
accomplished in orderly fashion early 
today by sympathizers of striking street 
car employees under the supervision of 
the police, left the transportationysys- 
tem of the two Kansas cities still tied 
up, while conference committees en- 
deavored to find a solution for the sit- 
uation. Mayor George Edwards, of 
Kansas City, Mo., announced that an 
amicable settlement was in sight. The 
men demand recognition of the union 
and reinstatement of discharged em- 
ployees. 

The strike-breakers lasted just one 
day here, a day filled with terror, be- 
sieged in the Kansas City Strect Rail- 
Way company’s barns by strike sympa- 
thizers. When they finally were herd- 
ed into a train, some said they had 
eaten nothing except a sandwich sbince 
their arrival, so effective had been the 
barrage of bricks and stones poured 
into the barns. Hunger contributed 
materially to quell any spirit of re- 
sistance. 

Police Chief Praises Strikers. 


Absence of extended disorder in con- 
Nection with the actual deportation 
drew from Thomas Flahive, chief of po- 
lice, a statement praising the conduct 
of the men on strike. The police were 
called to the barns by the strikers, 
when it appeared that excitement might 
lead their friends to excesses. he 
strike-breakers, cowed by the day- 
long demonstration against them, vol- 
unteered to leave the city and Flahive 
obtained a cordon of linked arms, 
through which the strike-breakers 
marched to the union station. 

No sérious trouble was encountered 
en route, but several attempts of the 
strangers to break away brought in- 
stant reproval in the form of fists, 
clubs and lengths of rubber hose. When 
the procession arrived at the station, 
half a dozen strike-breakers were being 
carried. 

Leaving the men under guard, the 
crowd searched a hotel for the leader 
of the imported men. He was absent. 
Then they proceeded to second barn 
to round up other strike-breakers, but 
the men had escaped through a rear 
door to the station, where they asked 
to be locked up with their fellows. 

Late tonight it was reported the spe- 
cial train on which the men left had 
been sidé@-tracked 16 miles from Kan- 
sas City and that their leaders were 
ergiog them to return.

At Fort McPherson’ 


After the Floods and Mud 
Encountered on Long Hike, 
Young Officers Are Inclin- 
ed to Agree With General 
Sherman.

Downtown Atlanta took on a natural 
appearance again Saturday night and 
yesterday for the first time in two 
weeks. The federal reserve student of- 
ficers, stationed for the past threé 
months at Fort McPherson, were back 
in town again after having spent nine 
days “in the field.” 

Every one of the new officers, for 
practically all of them are officers now, 
had their own individual opinions of 
army hikes to relate. They don't like 
‘em. This much was gathered by stand- 
ing on any corner of any downtown 
street for ten minutes, during which 
time you would hear ten different ex- 
pressions on the subject, the burden 
of which were the same, with slightly 
differing details.

And, take it from one who 
knows, the sight from the inside of 
Fort McPherson out about 1 o'clock to- 
day was the finest thing that ever 
greeted our eyes since the three 
months’ vacation used to look wheh we 
were in grammar.

INSURANCE ON LIVES 
OF FIGHTING FORCE 


by Congress Will Help 
Win Wax. 


Washington, August 12.—In a setate- 
ment tonight, Secretary McAdoo said 
Prompt passage of the army and navy 
insurance bill would “immeasurably in- 
crease America’s chance of winning the 
war,” and expressed the hope that the 
bill would be enacted “before the first ! 
soldier of the new national army begins 
active military duty,” about Septem- 
ber 1. 

Administration leaders in the house 
are preparing to expedite the measure, 
and steps to this end probably will be 


taken within the next few davs. Action 
by the senate will have to await the 
disposition of the revenue bill. 

“In September approximately 800,000 
men will be sent to afmy camps 


throughout the country to train as sol- 


diers for the greatest war of all time,” 
said Mr. McAdoo’s statement. ‘“‘Ameri- 
ca’s chance of winning the war—and it 
is the power and resources of America 
that must win this war—will be im- 
measurably increased if the war in- 
surance bill. pending in the congress, is 
promptly enacted into law. As soon as 
these men go into camp, an immediate 
and pressing problem confronts the 
country. Their wives and children, or 
mothers and fathers, who are dependent 
upon them for support, will be immedi- 
ately thrown upon the charity and gen- 
erosity of the communities in which 
they live. This) must not be § done. 
America must not be disgraced by a 
failure to provide for the support of the 
families of the men whom she takes 
from their homes and placeées‘upon the 
battle fields. This is the time to 
hearten our men as théy enter upon 
this supreme service of sacrifice for 
the nation. This is the time to enhance 
their morale and to sustain and com- 
fort those who are left behind and are 
required to make sacrifices as great as 
those who die upon the field of battle. 

‘T earnestly hope that the measure 
pending in the congress will he sup- 
ported by auch an unmistakable ex- 
reesion of public opinion that it will 
e enacted into law before the first 
soldier of the new national army be- 
gins active military duty.”
